VANDALIA SYSTEM. 


President 
Ives Explains 
The Many 
Advantages of The New Route. 
It Touches Fort Wayne.; 


NEW YOBK, June 7.—The 
World 
says, Henry S. Ives, the newly elected 
president of the Vandalia system, reached 
home yestevday, from the west, where 
he had completed the purchase oí that 
line.

IT is reported that A'depth of over 
5,2iO feet Kas been reached in boring at 
Bchladerbach, near Halle. 


A NEW adulteration of butter has 
been invented.

retained and the watear adultération* is 
not noticeable. 


O U T of 1 5 , 0 0 0 earthquakes observed 
on coastlines, the German seismologist, 
Kluge, found that only 124 were €ic- 
companied by sea -waves, althongh a 
very large proportion of the Bhockshad 
probably originated tmder the sea. 


OUT of some 10,000 species of birds 
recognized by ornithologists, there are 
859 species and sub-species which make 
their home in North America. 
There 
are also eighty-two others which find 
their way to this continent as stragglers 
from other countries. 


AN English company has perfected 
its arrangements for providing sick 
chambers with telephones. 
The object 
is to give persons suflFering from con- 
tagious diseases a chance to talk with 
their frienda 
Speaking tubes are in- 
admissible on accoimt of the infections 
nature of the breath. 


IT is stated that the specimens of clay 
from the Royal Society's borings in the 
Nile delta have not at present yielded 
any but "derived" fossils; but beds of 
gravel found at a depth of 120 feet 
show that the whole surface was form- 
erly 120 feet higher, and was that of an 
ordinary river valley. 


AN English physicist has, it is said, 
made a pérfect pendulum by suspend- 
ing a lead shot by a single fiber of 
cocoon silk in a vacuum produced by a 
Sprengel pump. The shot, one-six- 
teenth of an inch in diameter, 
weighs 
one-third of a gram, is suspended by a 
two-foot fiber, and is placed in a tube 
three-quarters of an inch internal dia- 
meter. It has a vibrational range of a 
quarter of an inch on each side of mid- 
position, the vacuum being equivalent to 
one-tenth of a millionth of an atmos- 
phere. 


M . L E O N E S Q U I L L E has pwfected a 
marvelous invention in electricity and 
photography. 
By speaking into a 
photophone transmitter, which consists 
of a highly-polished diaphragm, reflect- 
ing a ray of light, this ray of light is 
set into vibration, and a photograph is 
made of it on a traveling band of sensi- 
tized paper. Now comes the wonder- 
ful part. If the image of this photo- 
graph tracing is projected by means of 
an electric arc or oxyhydrogen light 
upon a selenium receiver, the original 
speech is then heard. It is evident that 
there is no limit to the development of 
this peculiar combination of methods. 


K E C E N T weather charts of the British 
Meteorological Council show that dur- 
ing the entire autumn a permanent 
area of high barometer is situated in the 
mid-Atlantic south of the parallel of 
forty degrees. North of this, low-press- 
ure tracks are very frequent. 
Many 
of the storms originate over the United 
States, and they often gather force 
after starting on their eastward ooursa 
over the Atlantic, sometimes even en- 
tirely crossing the ocean. 
The vicinity 
of Newfoundland, where hot and cold 
waters meet, and there are great différ- 
ences of air-temperature in a very small 
area, has a groat influence upon the 
weather of the Atlantic and of the Brit- 
ish Islands. 
Here are formed many 
storms, while some are here stopped 
and suddenly broken up. 


Our Farm Animals. 


The revised census of live stock from 
the beginning of 1877 shows that we 
have in the Ûnited States and Terri- 
tories 12,496,774 horses valued at $901,- 
685,755, an average of $72.15 each; 
mules, 2,117,141, valued at $167,057,- 
538, 
averaging 
$78.91. 
Of milch 
cows we have 14,622,083, worth $378,- 
789,589, an average of $26.08 each. Of 
o x e n a n d other cattle there are 33,511,- 
750, of a value of $633,137,926, or w o r t h 
$19.78 each, s total of 48,033,833 
h e a d , 
w o r t h $1,042,927,515. 
O f s h e e p thero 
are 44,759,314, 
w o r t h 
$89,872,839, or 
$2.01 
each. 
Hoga 
foot u p 44,612,839 
head, v a l u e d at $200,034,291, or $4.48 
each. The sum total of the live stock 
of the country may therefore be esti- 
mated at a ^ o s s value of $2,401,586,938 
for everything, old and young. 


An interesting fact in this connecfcioi? 
is the low average value of all the ani- 
mals enumerated as compared with the 
value of those well-bred. 
There is 
still great room for improvement, not- 
withstanding the number of highly- 
bred animals of all kinds in the country 
and the yearly importations of pure 
and 
thoroughbred 
stock. 
Another 
cmiuiiB fact is that the average mule is 
worth more money than the average 
horse, including the better bred. The 
average horse is worth nearly three 
times as much as the average milch 
cow, and nearly four tiAes as much as 
all other cattle averaged, the average 
for the horse being that of all ages. 


Another important and significant 
fact is that values of farm animals, as a 
rule, are less in the Southern tlian in 
the Northern States, and as a matter of 
course somewhat less in the Western 
than in the Eastern States. 
The rea- 
son for this is that transportation must 
be added between the West and the 
East. 
Since the South does not pro- 
duce m ^ r ^ all the beef, mutton, and 
pork it*onsumes why should prices be 
so low there? 
There is but one an- 
swer. 
The South is not paying the at- 
tention necessary in the breeding and 
the feeding of what live-stock may be 
able to be carried there.
